Sacramento, March 16,ISS9. 
Tab Senate met at 10 a . m.. President pro 
tern. White in the chair. 
Roll called and 
quorum present. Prayer by the Chaplain. 


ASSEMBLY MESSAGES. 
The Senate decided to agTee to the Assembly 
amendment to the bill providing for the pur­ 
chase of types, etc., for the State Printing Office, 
requiring tnat all materials shall be of equally 
good quality with foreign goods. 
Dray moved that the senate do not concur in 
the Assembly amendments to S. B. AH, relating 
to fees in the Secretary of State's office. So or­ 
dered. 
A. B. 6i, relating to reclamation of certain 
lands in m unicipalities, read third time and 
passed. 


g o v e r n o r's m essages. 
A message was received from the Governer 
announcing his withdrawal of the name of J. H. 
Barbour for one of the Harbor Commissioners at 
San Diego, and the substitution of the name of 
W. W. Stewart 
Also announced his approval of several bills 
of minor importance. 


SPECIAL URGENCY BILLS. 
On motion of Goucher A. B. 132, relating to 
“assessments of damages where the right of 
em inent domain is exercised,” was taken from 
the file, amended and ordered reprinted. 
Assembly amendments to A. C. E. 10, amend­ 
ing the Constitution, relating to the election 
and duties of Lieutenant-Governor, were con­ 
curred in. 
The Senate then took up the appropriation 
bill for the forty-first and forty-second fiscal 
years, which was read the third time and sent 
to the printer for correction. 
A. 
B. 16, to declare arrangements, oontracts, 
agreements, trusts, or combinations in restraint 
of trade and production unlawful, and to fix the 
penalty therefor, was taken up on motion or 
Heacoek, and was refused passage by a vote of 
12 ayes to 24 noes. 


SPECI1L ORDERS. 
The Senate took up the message of the Gov­ 
ernor 
vetoing 
S. B. 584, 
relating to 
the 
power ol the Legislature to close manufacturing 
oranches at the State Prisons. 
Toe roll call was commenced, bnt suspended 
when half completed and a call of the Senate 
ordered. 
A new call ol the roll was ordered, and it re­ 
sulted in the Senate passing the bill over the 
Governor's veto by a vote of 27 to 12. 
The next special order was the message from 
the Assembly, announcing the passage of the 
bill providing for the election oí Slate Printer 
over the Governor’s veto. 
The veto message was read, and the Senate, 
by a vote of 20 ayes to 18 noes (not the uecessarv 
two-thirds vote), refused to pass the bill over 
the Governor’s veto. 
During the roll-call on the bill in question 
Goucher stated that he was in favor of passing 
the bill over the Governor's veto, but had un­ 
wittingly committed him self to a brother Sen­ 
ator not to vote to kill the veto, aud that the 
Senator refused to release him. He did not 
D’ace any importance upon the argument made 
by the Executive. He voted no, but against 
his convictions. 
A Senator demanded to know who it was that 
refused to release Senator Goucher from his 
promise. 
McDonald—“ I am the one." 
Meany said he was in the same predicament. 
The Senator to whom he had committed liiin- 
seif had declined to release him, but he pro­ 
Dosed to release him self and vote for the pas­ 
sage of the bill.

At the request of President White, who an­ 
nounced that he could not remain through the 
day s session, A. B. 217, to provide for the ap­ 
pointment of pilots, and defining their duties 
and compensation, at the Port of Wilmington 
and San Pedro, was taken up from the special 
“ urgency ” file aud passed. 
A. B. 131, to amend Section 392 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to the place of trial of 
civil action. Passed. 
A. B. 174, to define and regulate the duties 
and obligations of master aud apprentice. 
Bowers said the bill was calculated to en­ 
slave apprentices, and he moved that the enact­ 
ing clause be stricken out. 
Britt defended the bill, and claimed that its 
purpose was really to redeem apprentices from 
the enslavement to which thev are now sub­ 
jected under the Codes. He read from the re­ 
port of the Labor Bureau in support of his po­ 
sition. 
Bowers said there are a number of trades that 
do not require three years to be learned by an 
intelligent boy. 
Campbell said he opposed the bill, bnt not for 
the reason given by Bowers. Thiee years were 
reouired In which to teach a boy a trade. 
Bower (interrupting): “ It may be in the 
boiler-makers’ trade, but 1 know something 
about several trades, and I know three years is 
too long a time to keep an apprentice bound to 
his employer.’' 
Campbell—"Well, I never knew a jack-at-ail- 
trades that was good at anything. 
His ob­ 
jection was that the clause required an em ­ 
ployer to instruct his apprentices tboroughlv 
in ev>ry brauch of his trade. This was simply 
impracticable in this day of progress in me­ 
chanical inventions. 
The motion to strike out the enacting clause 
was lost, and the roll was called and the bill 
defeated.1 
Caminetti (by special leave) introduced a bill 
providing for carrying into effect the constitu­ 
tional amendments adopted at this session. 
The bill, under the urgency resolution, was 
read the first tim e aud ordered printed. 
SCHOOL TAX LEVY. 
A. B. 112, to add a new section, to be known 
aud numbered as Section 3710, to the Political 
Code, relating to tax levy of State school funds. 
Dray opposed the bill as unnecessarily ex ­ 
travagant. 
[It adds 6 cents on the $100 to the 
19 cents already allowed.] 
Caminetti said the bill was demanded bv the 
Constitution, which required the legislature to 
raise so much money per capita for the school 
children o f tht state. 
Campbell and Murphy also vigorously op­ 
posed the bill. The former said there had been 
no cry from the schools of any lack oí monev. 
Seven dollars per capita would realize nearly 
$1.000,000 more than required, according to the 
census. 
Conklin said he knew that no loud demand 
bad come up from the people for this money, 
and he admitted that no lobby had been here 
intriguing for the passage of the bill, as there 
had neen in the matter of several great thieving 
bills. 
Caminetti explained that this was to be a 
permanent law to provide for the support of 
the school system of the State : that the law had 
never yet been carried out in that particular, 
aud this would settle the question tor future 
years. 
When the roll-call showed that the bill had 
been passed, several who had voted in the neg­ 
ative changed their votes to aye. The changes 
came from ail quarters of the chamber. Lang­ 
ford (who imagines that he is very witty) said 
with a laugh, that he “guessed he'd get aboard 
to.” Then Dray remark d that he might as 
well go with the rest. 
The vote, as annouwed, was: Aye* 30, noes 3. 
And the school teachers w ill look upon the 
entire thirty as their friends. 
! Bowers in the chair.) 
The general tax levy bill was then taken up, 
read three times and passed. 
A long discussion ensued over Goucher's mo­ 
tion to reconsider the vote by which engross­ 
ment aud a third reading had been refuse* 1 A. 
B. 565, to appropriate the sum of 2SO.000 for the 
building of a medical college in the city and 
oonoty of San Francisco, to be a part of the Uni­ 
versity ot the S u te of California. 
The motion was carried, and Murphy moved 
to make the hill the special order for 7 o’elock 
in the evening. 
Williams moved to substitute 9 o’clock. Car­ 
ried. 
[President White in the chair.) 
Yell moved to striae out the enacting clause 
of the bill to divide the State of California into 
two prison districts, for the purpos** of reducing 
exj>ense in the transportation of prisoners. Car­ 
ried. 
The Assembly concurrent resolution directing 
the distribution of 500 copies of toe State Engi­ 
neer s reports ou irrigation to those who have 
contributed information for it. and otherwise 
facilitated its operation, was a doped 
The bill to amend Section 1248 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, relating to assessment of dam­ 
ages where the rightof eminent domain is exer­ 
cised. having been returned from the printer, 
came tip on its passage, and the whole subject of 
riparian rights líeosme the bone of contention, 
ih c bill was carried by a vote of 24 to 7. 


A SENSATION. 
__ .Senator Murphy here arose and stated to the 
i-euate that it was evident somebody in the 
employ ol the Legislature had been guiltv of a 
, serious crime—-nothing less than a deliberate 
* attempt to falsit: a bilí, and thus defeat the 
| will of the legislature. A. B. 227, which had 
i passed both houses and was then in the hands 
of the Governor, awaiting his approval or dis­ 
I sent, provided (or a change in the Code so as to 
’ include telegraph companies in the category of 
I common carriers. 
In the bill the word "ex- 
| eluding 
was made to read “ including," but 
i the enrolled bill in the Governor’s hands had 
■ been tampered with, the word “ including" 
having been made to read “ excluding.’ ’ thus 
leaving the law a- it already stands. Senator 
Murphy asked that a committee be appointed 
• to investigate the matter, and if possible estab- 
I lish the crime where it belonged, and it was so 
i ordered 
; 
The Chair characterize*! the act as an i nfamous 
I attempt to annul the w ill of the Legislature 
i He appointed as ihe committee to follow np the 
mattei Senators Murphy, Campbell aud Me- 
(«swan. 
I 
The committee set promptly to work, and 
about an hoar later 8enator McGowan stated 
that fcnroUing Clerk Swift, of the Assembly, 
stated that he had made a:i exact copy o f the 
bill, with the word 44 including" therein, and 
handed It to the Chairman of the Enrolling 
Committee of that body. Subsequently it was 
returned to him and given to a young laov to 
enroll. The latter declared that she copied it 
correctly, and that the word “ excluding" ap­ 
peared in the bill. Senator McGowan explained 
now the bill had been mutilated in the attenii* 
to change the word, and declared that it was a 
very clumsy attempt af bare faced forgeiv. 
But. as the Dill had passed through several 
hands, it wrn ut this time impossible to deter­ 
m ine upon whom the guilt lay. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The bill to prevent the sale of intoxicating 
JJquot* to persons addicted to the lnotdiiialc use 


o f intoxicating liquors was read the second and 
third times and passed. 
The Assembly joint resolution memorializing 
CoDgTess in regard to the disposition of public 
lauds suitable only for grazing puiposes, was 
adopted. 
The bill providing for the appointment of a 
Harbor and River Examining Board to deter­ 
mine the condition of the same, and to recom­ 
mend any necessary improvement by Congress, 
was taken up. 
Dray spoae in support of the bill and ex- 
Slained its purposes, and it was opposed by 
[eaccck. 
The measure was carried by a vote of 23 to 9. 
The bill to provide for the erection at San 
Quentin State Prison of a building for the ac­ 
commodation of the insane prisoners was read 
three times aud passed. 
The bill relating to the tim e of commence­ 
ment of actions for the recovery of real prop­ 
erty was defeated on Crandall's motion to strike 
out the enacting clause. 
The bill to provide for the payment for extra 
services performed by laborers and mechanics 
ou the Normal School at Chico was refused 
passage—ayes 13, noes 19. 
Sprague moved that S. B. 484, having been 
erroneously placed in the hands of the Execu­ 
tive, the latter be requested to return the Dill to 
the Senate. So ordered. 
The bill making an appropriation for the sal­ 
ary of the bookkeeper ol the state Treasurer for 
the fortieth fiscal year was passed. 
The Senate adopted A. C. K. relative to Yo- 
semite valley, in order that the falls mav be 
preserved. 
The Assembly bill to make tho Soldiers’ 
Home at Yountville, Napa county, a State in­ 
stitution, was passed. 
Recess till 7:30 r. M. 
E v en in g S ession . 
The Senate met at the appointed time, and 
immediately a message was received from the 
Governor announcing that he had withdrawn 
the appointment of Heber Ingle as Harbor 
Commissioner at San Diego and appointed J. H. 
Barbour in his stead. 
[In the forenoon the Governor had withdrawn 
Barbour’s name and substituted that of W. W. 
Stewart.) 
COUNTY FEES. 
McGowan offered a resolution providing that 
the Chairman of the Judiciary Committees of 
the two Houses should make necessary changes 
in the County Government Act concerning fees 
of officers and report to each House the result 
thereof for action. So ordered. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
The Senate passed A. B. 15, to amend Section 
'2652 of the Political Code, relating to road poll 
taxes. 
' 
Several ice and other bills were ordered paid. 
A number of resolutions were also adopted pro­ 
viding for the payment of a number of em ­ 
ployes for extra services alter the close of the 
session. 
[Yell in the chair.) 
The Committee on Contingent Expenses re­ 
ported that something over $4.000 remained in 
the contingent fund o f the Senate after the 
above allowances. 
M ead offered a resolution allowing Assistant 
Secretary Ford two dollars extra per diem dur­ 
ing the session of the Legislature. He explained 
that the salary of the positiou was SS but the 
Controller had refused to draw bis warrant for 
more than 86 a day. 
Heacoek and Campbell vigorously opposed 
the resolution as a matter of principle. 
The resolution was adopted—ayes 22, noes 7. 
Jloffitt moved that the Senate refuse to con­ 
sider any bills after 9 o'clock, except such as 
may have been enrolled. So ordered. 
Resuming work on the special urgency file, 
the bill in amend Section 29o5 of the Civil Code, 
relative to mortgages of personal property, was 
tcken up and passed. 
The bill to authorize the Board of Fish Com­ 
missioners to dispose o f the steam launch Gov­ 
ernor Stoneman, and to replace it by two 
smaller boats, to be used as patrol boats, was 
passed. 
The Senate a'so passed the bill to appropriate 
money to pay the salary of an additional clerk 
in the State Land Office. 
The bill fixing the annual salary of the Exe­ 
cutive Secretary o f the Governor at $2,600 was 
read three times and passed. 


THE MULLAN CLAIM. 
A. J. K. No. 5, relative to unpaid claims 
against the United States (report ou the Mullan 
claim), was taken up. 
It was vigorously o p p o se d by Heacoek, Conk­ 
lin and Caminetti, and delended bv Jones and 
Boggs. 
After some debate of a ealone nature Jones 
moved the previous question. 
Ix>st, and the 
matter temporarily laid over. 


BOWERS’ HOME-THRUST. 
Another warm debate ensued over a motion 
to consider the Toland Medical College bill. 
Bowers read a telegram from the Slate Homeo­ 
pathic Society, urging 
the 
adoption of an 
amendment placing that school of medicine in 
charge of the proposed college. He said he had 
favored the allopathic side of the question, but 
those parties had not kept faith with the Senate 
and he proposed to go against the bill. 
Britt replied that the San Diego Senator was 
in the habit of going back on his position. 
Bowers became excited, and 
shaking his 
finger at Britt, exclaim ed: “ Well, there’s one 
thing about It—I run my own vote, and that’s 
something you San Francisco fellows are not al­ 
lowed to d o !” 
Britt blushed like a coy maiden, smiled a 
sickly smile, and—concluded to sit down and 
say nothing. 
After some further debate the roll was called, 
and the bill passed by a vote of 23 ayes to 16 
noes. 
RAILROAD TAX COMMISSION. 
The Senate next took up the bill providing for 
the appointment o f a Railroad Tax Commission. 
The renate refused to pass the bill. 
The bill to pay the deficiency in the appropri­ 
ation for the restoration and preservation of 
fish for the thirty-sixth, thirty-seventh and 
thirty-eighth fiscal years was passed. 
Caminetti’g bill, providing for the proper sub­ 
mission of constitutional amendments, was re­ 
ceived from the printer, read the second and 
third times and passed. 
The Mullan claim was again taken up. Camp­ 
bell made a speech against it, and again it gave 
way to more urgent business 
A message was received from the Assembly 
announcing its refusal to concur in the Senate 
amendment to the medical college bill allow­ 
ing the Homeopathic School of Medicine to be 
taught in conjunction with the allopathic. 
By a vole of 15 to 14 the Senate voted to recede 
from its amendment. 


PRESIDENT WHITE'S I AREWEI.L. 
. 
President White here made a brief speech, 
thanking the Senators for their kind offices to­ 
ward him during the session, and assuring 
them that, as he was borne across the continent 
to perform an important duty at Washington, 
pleasant memories of his association with them 
would serve to cheer his way. He concluded 
by saying that the records of the Senate would 
bear undyiDg proofs of the Senators’ fealty to 
the trust imposed in them by the people. 
President White called Senator Jones to the 
chair, and after shaking hands with nearly all 
the Senators and attaches, took his departure. 


ACTING PRESIDENT. 
Goucher took the floor, and in an euloguistie 
speech nominated Senator Archibald Yell for 
the position of Acting President of the Senate, 
and Senator Yell was elected by a unanimous 
vote. 
Mr. Yell came forward, took the oath and 
assumed the chair, after thanking the Senate for 
the honor conferred upon him. 


EXECUTIVE APPOINTMENTS. 
The Senate next considered the Governor’s 
appointments of Harbor Commis-ioners of San 
Diego-M essrs. Barbour, Stewart and Alberti. 
Bowers said that two of the Board at first ap­ 
pointed were residents of Corando, and one of 
the world at a large, lie washed his hand ol 
the whole affair. 
The nomination of J. H. Barbour was con­ 
firmed. 
Wilson said that several Senatois desired to 
be guided by the wishes ot the Senator from 
San Diego, and he desired to say that in the case 
of Mr. Alberti. Senator Bowers had written a 
personal letter to the Governor requesting the 
appointment of Mr. Alberti, and that he (Wilson) 
had the letter now in his possession. 
Bowers replied that he did write such a letter, 
but that it was at the solicitation of the Gov­ 
ernor, after the appointment had been decided 
upon. 
There was ssm e further cross-tire between 
Wilson and Bowers, and the roll was call on 
Alberti's confirmation. The vote stood—ayes 30, 
noes 2. 
The nomination of W. W. Stewart was also 
oonfirmcd. 
During the discussion several members stated 
that if Bowers would say the word the nomina­ 
tions would be rejected, but he declined to do 
so, saying merely that thoGovemor hail ignored 
him in the matter and he declined to take any 
part in the vote on the question of confirmation. 
It was stated (and asserted by Senator Bowers) 
that he had a sufficient number of votes at his 
command to reject the nominees. 
He added, 
however, that he had no j*ersonal objection to 
any of the appointees, each of whom he knew 
to l>e a gentleman of standing and character. 


AN INDIGNANT SENATOR. 
At 11:20 Goucher stated that R. C. Ball had 
been annoying him and other Seuators about 
his (Bail's) claim bill, and threatening to make 
trouble “ about the Gleuu county m il” if his 
demands to have his bill taken up were not 
granted. Goucher said he wanted Ball expelled 
trom the fioor of the Senate. No scoundrel 
shouid be allowed to come in here and attempt 
to bully Senators. 
While Goucher was hurling this shaft at the 
alleged troublesome intruder, the latter got up 
and walked out. 
|At a later hour Goucher explained that he 
had spoken rather hastily aud wished to with- 
raw the language applied to Mr. Ball.) 


THE YOS EMITE INQUIRY. 
On motion of Meany, the report o f the Yosem- 
ite Investigating Committee w as read (11 p. m.) 
and ordered on the journal. 
The report was a complete vindication of the 
Commissioners. A separate report was sub­ 
mitted by Senator White, who criticised some of 
the act* <>f the Board, but seemed to thiuk that 
the Commissioners had simply differed in their 
judgment from that of other persons regarding 
the propriety of some of the things done. 


FILIBUSTERING AGAINST MULLAN. 
Jones called for the previous question on the 
adoption of the Assembly joint resolution relat­ 
ing to the Mullan claim. 
Caminetti moved to amend the resolution by 
referring the claim to the State Board o f Exam­ 
iners. Ruled out o f order. 
Caminetti then moved that the Senate lake a 
recess for tenm icntes. 
Lost . 
Caminetti moved to take a recess tor fifteen 
minutes. 
Lost. 
Various forms o f filibustering were then re­ 
sorted to t>v the opponents of the bill, Cami­ 
netti defending hts action on the ground that the 
im p'rtanre o f the matter at issue warranted it. 
J .use- rose to a question o f privilege at ten 


m inutes before midnight (regular time, and 9225 
Senate time), and was in the midst of an elo­ 
quent peroration when a dog-tight broke out 
near the Clerk’s desk, and for a time proceed­ 
ings were interrupted, and the dart-throwing 
and baseball practice was disturbed. Finally 
Caminetti moved a call of the Senate. Lost. 
At 12 o'clock midnight Caminetti raised the 
point of order that the Senate adjonrn sine die, 
the session having expired. Ruled out of order. 
Jones renewed his motion for the previous 
question. 
Caminetti declared that if the matter were 
pushed he would insist upon his point of order. 
The Chair said that, according to the Senate 
clock, the houi of adjournment had not yet ar­ 
rived. and the appropriation bill had not yet 
been returned from the State Printer. 
The roll was called ou Jones' demand for the 
previous question, and it was carried—ayes IS, 
noes 13. 
Campbell raised the point of order that the 
hour of adjourment haa expired. Ruled out of 
order. 
The roll was then called on the question, 
“ Shall the main question be now put ■” Car­ 
ried—aye 20, noes 15. 
Caminetti asked to have his protest against 
the continuation of the session entered in the 
journal. 
The roll was then called on the main ques­ 
tion—the adoption of S. J. R. 5, with the follow­ 
ing result: Ayes 26, noes 7. 
Caminetti offered another protest against the 
Senate transacting any further business, on the 
ground that the hour of adjournment having 
passed, the Senate was not legally in session. 


THE STATE PRISON INQUIRY. 
Goucher presented a report, signed by Sen­ 
ator White and him selt.on State Prison matters. 
The report expressed the belief that a ring ex­ 
isted among the Directors: that improper m eth­ 
ods were in vogue in regard to the appointment 
of employes; that the books are kept in a man­ 
ner so loose that it would not be permitted in a 
corner grocer)-, that the evidence regarding the 
profit in jute-Dag manufacture is so imperfect as 
to be very unsatisfactory. Various other mat­ 
ters were brought out in the investigation 
which the report severely criticised, but there 
was nothing in it imputing crim inal action to 
the Warden and his officers.

SOME PLEASANT CEREMONIES. 
At 8:4o o’clock a recess was declared; soon, 
however, Judge Dibble took the chair aud As­ 
semblyman Hersey, o f Santa Clara, advanced 
to the center of the main aisle and spoke as 
follows: 
“ Mr. speaker : I arise to a question of privi­ 
lege. For some time we have been planning to 
get control of this body for a few moments and 
become absolute masters o f the situation. This 
is done in view of the nearness u> the end of 
our deliberations as a legislative body, and of a 
living self-respect aud generous charitv possess­ 
ing our hearts, dcmandiug expression, which in 
some measure will assure you of our kindly- 
con tidenee.

Still, as the severest trials and greatest suffer­ 
ings and dangers in war are in peace held in 
memory with the greatest pleasure, so now, as 
we become reinstated in the quiet of home, the 
madly rushing tornarlo of Shasta, the gentle 
ripple of the Joaquin, the muffled thunders of 
San Benito, the loud lashing breakers of Santa 
Barbara, the bowling storm of Monterev, with 
its zig-zag Hashes, the hoarse rumbling from the 
ever active volcano of Yuba, and the quick, 
sharp, decisive cannonade ot the combined bat­ 
tery o f ’Frisco and Alameda, with the rattling 
support of its light infantry, will, bv magic 
transformation, become a melodious lullaby, to 
make the hours of reflection peaceful and 
sweet: while the pointed and passion-poisoned 
arrows from the plethoric quiver ot “Our Dad," 
the sage of San Pedro, the brilliantly Cashing 
meteors of Tuolumne and the grandly profound 
oracles from the high throne of Nevada, artis­ 
tically tied with a white ribbon, will be hung 
by the muror o f memory os curios of great in 
terest and wonderful beauty. 
“ Mr. Speaker: The sun gives morning, mid­ 
day and night, and casts its shadow lingers 
from every leaf, twig and tree on the great face 
of nature, marking infmitisimally and with the 
utmost precision every poiut of time : the stars 
record the infinite round of ages. But. Mr. 
Speaker, the sun does not always shine, clouds 
ofUimes obscure the stars, and we find outselves 
difting down the narrow channel between the 
great eternities. 
“ To save you from too frequent stranding, we 
have procured a pocket edition of the recorder 
o f motions of the universe to aid vou in vour 
voyage. We trust its quick pulsations will"live 
and beat ia unison witn those of your own life, 
and while woariDg away together you mav be 
found serving the people of this great cominon- 
1 wealth with the same fidelity to their economic 
! interests and welfare as during the period giving 
j rise to this occasion ; and white you both grow 
• old. the commonwealth shall grow strong in 
: citizenship as earnest and faithful as your own. 
* 
“ Mr. Speaker, accept this memento ot our 
i cordial good w ill.” 


At the close of Mr. Hersey s remarks an active 
page bore to the Speaker’s desk a case contain­ 
ing a magnificent gold watch and chain. The 
cases of the watch were handsomely engraved, 
and set with diamonds. Inside of one of the 
cases was the following inscription: 
“ Pre­ 
sented to Hon. Robert Howe. Speaker, by the 
members of the Assembly of the California 
Legislature, twenty-eighth session.” 
The chain was a substantial one of gold, the 
links being inlaid with fine specimens o f Cali­ 
fornia gold quaitz. Attached, as a charm, was 
a beautiful emblem of the Order of Odd Fellows. 
As soon as he could sufficiently control his emo­ 
tions Speaker Howe replied as follows: 
” Gentlemen of the Assembly : After the flat­ 
tering aud complimentary address made by your 
Chairman 1 find words inadequate to express 
my feelings. Since taking this chair 1 have 
tried to be consistent, and 1 am gratified to 
know that my efforts have been appreciated.

ANOTHER SURPRISE 
The applause had hardly ceased when Will. 
Actou, clerk of the Committee ou Corporations, 
stepped forward, and spoke as follows: 
“ Mr. Speaker: The twenty eighth session of 
the California Legislature is rapidly nearing its 
close, and its acts w ill soon be a part of the his­ 
tory of our State. The session, amid its anxi­ 
eties and iu turmoil, has been a pre-eminently 
successful o u e : its members determined iu 
keeping step with the progress of our own, our 
glorious California. Soon will rise the spires 
of the splendid institutions 
at 
Ukiah, 
in 
Southern 
California, at 
Agnews, at 
lone, 
in Los Angeles, aud 
in Santa Clara, those 
splendid buildings, all 
eleemosynary insti­

w ill reflect only credit upon the deliberations 
of the body over which yon have been called 
upon to preside, and as you retire to Eden Dale, 
amid the vine-clad hills of “ Old Sonoma," let 
me assure you that you bear with you the sin­ 
cere and heartfelt wishes ot everyone who has 
been within the walls of the Assembly Cham­ 
ber. There is not one who does not unite in the 
sentiment expressed b? us, aud ou behalf of the 
pages, attaches and employes, in cordial ex­ 
pressions of good will. Mav your future be as 
your past has teen, full of all that reflects honor 
upon manhood. 
You were fittingly called to 
the honorable position you held—one of that 
grand ariny of argonauts that carved from the 
wilderness of California the grand common­ 
wealth, now the noblest in tno sisterhood of 
States. Accept from the pages, attaches and 
employes this slight token of our esteem, and as 
you bear it through life, remember that a warm 
spot in the heart of each donor is reserved tor 
Robert Howe, and that the earnest wish ot all 
is that heaven's choicest blessings may be your 
portion forever.” 
The token of esteem, a substantial ebony 
cane with a gold nead. suitably inscribed, was 
borne to the desk and received by the Speaker 
w ith gratified surprise. 
To the donors ne returned thanks, and re­ 
m arked th at he did not expect their pleasant 
association would w ind up w ith catling the 
speaker. 
He thanked them for th eir prom pt 
and faithful services, and gave them some 
kindly advice for the future. 
As-emblyman Seavvell, of Mendocino, then 
rose at his desk and addressed the Chair as fol­ 
lows : 
•'F o r seventy days we have been ass ciated 
as representatives of the most prom ising com­ 
m onw ealth ot our country. They have no: 
been days of innocuous desuetude but of a c ­ 
tivity, aiid 1 believe, on th e part of the m em ber­ 
ship of this body, of devotion to the public wel­ 
fare.

W a sh in g to n , M arch 17th.—The resignation 
of Senator Chace, upon the threshold ot his sec­ 
ond term , has aroused renewed interest in a 
subject tbat is bound to receive earlv aud earn­ 
est consideration iu Congress 
Senator Chace, 
in private, gives as the reason why he can no 
longer serve as a legislator th at the com pensa­ 
tion of a Senator is not sufficient to w arrant 
him in longer neglecting his business. 
He has 
expressed the opinion th at he is considerably 
poorer for his legislative experience. 
He is one 
o f the largest cotton m anufacturers in New 
England. 
The m atter of increasing the com pensation 
of Congressmen has been receiving the earnest 
attention of the Senators, especially ot Iste, aud 
there is an overw helm ing sentim ent am ong 
them iu favor of m aking the salary ot a Con­ 
gressm an $10,000 a year, instead ol $5,000, as at 
present. 
The m em bers of the House of Representa­ 
tives w hile thoroughly in sym pathy w ith the 
Senators on this point are not yet readv to go 
the full length desired bj- them ,"fearing a repe­ 
tition of the censure visited upon th e Congress 
of 1873 for its action upon the salarv question ; 
but it is argued by the advocates ot the in­ 
creased salary th at what the people were indig­ 
n an t about then was the back-pay grab feature, 
and th at if the increase were m ade to date 
from tne end cf the Fifty-first Congress, no 
serious opposition would be m ade to it. There 
was a trank expression of views by Senators on 
this topic in one of 
the secret legislative 
sessions last week, in adiseuss-iou tn at ensued 
upon the introduction of a resolution by Sena­ 
tor Teller, authorizing the Secretary of the 
Senate to pay to the com m ittee clerks serving 
on a per diem basis during the session of the 
Senate and the clerks to the Senators, during 
th e com ing recess, the per diem allowed bv law. 
Teller, prior to presenting the resolution 
(which was referred to the Committee on Con­ 
tingent Fxpenses) said th a t in his experience 
as chairm an ot the com m ittee he had been 
com oelíed at tim es toeinpioy two m en to attend 
to the correspondence devolving upon him , 
and it w as a heavy burden upon him . 
He be­

Iu addition to that, Seuators have a 
great m any expenses w hich their position nec­ 
essarily entail, and the result is th -,t those Sen­ 
ators who hav - no incom e to draw on excer*t 
th eir salary, are obliged to live in a pinched 
and very unpleasant way in th e city ot W a sh ­ 
ington.

H ad the m atter been more freely 
discussed during the past two years, we 
are confident that the reception of the 
ballot measure by the Legislature would 
have been very different. 
It is prob­ 
able that the legislators fairly represented 
the intelligence of their constituents upon 
this subject, fcr the latter had not ex­ 
amined into the new proposition; it was 
not laid before them in au orderly m a n n e r 
until the Young Men's Democratic League 
of San Francisco took hold of it and 
whipped it into shape, late in the legisla­ 
tive session. 
In fact, the people of Cali­ 
fornia have learned of the proposed reform 
and w hat is promised for it, only from re­ 
cent fugitive papers, and essays, and cir­ 
culars, some of them with drafts of ballot 
bills that were so fatally defective, the press 
feel it to be a duty to denounce them as 
dangerous. 
But now that 
the 
subject 
m atter 
has had legislative attention, and now 
that 
it 
has 
been 
demonstrated 
that 
it was not understood, it is a duty of the 
friends of the reform to diligently press the 
Eubject upon the attention of the people, 
and so educate the public m ind upon it, 
that two years hence the Legislature will 
come up instructed by the people and in­ 
telligent upon the proposition. 
In the interim two elections will be 
held under sim ilar ballot laws to that of 
the ‘ League,’’ in Louisville, Ky.; three in 
the cities 
of 
Wisconsin having more 
than 50.000 population; and two State elec­ 
tions in Massachusetts. We will thus have 
opportunity to observe the working of 
the new system, and the results ought to 
be industriously presented to the people 
by the press. For it has been found by ex­ 
perience that the most direct and certain 
method of securing needed legislation in 
this State on subjects involving radical re­ 
forms, is to begin with the people full two 
years before the Legislature is chosen. The 
codification of our statutes, the system of 
State school books, the establishment of an 
independent Department of State Printing, 
the founding of a Juvenile Reformatory, 
the appointm ent of a Penological Com­ 
mission, and very m any other wise steps 
were secured by such patient taking of 
tim e by a very long forelock ; indeed, very 
few of the advance steps taken by the 
State were originated during the legislative 
term in which ordered—some have been, 
but none of the importance of ballot reform. 
Let the press friendly to that reform renew 
the debite upon it now, and apply the ex ­ 
perience c-f Massachusetts, Kentucky and 
Wisconsin, fr un m onth to month, as it de- 
velops.to the proper education of the public 
thought in California. 


THE LEGISLATURE 


The adjournment of the Legislature 
tine ilie naturally invites criticism of its 
course during the last two months, but we 
are not dis|>osed to indulge in it to any 
„ considerable extent. 
There has been ac­ 
complished some good and not a little bad 
legislation—the exact projections can lie 
ascertained only when the bills that have 
and still may become laws have been ex­ 
amined in more of calm than is usual 
during a session. 
There were several 
needed reforms that should have lieen put 
into the statute books by the Legislature 
that were flatly refused, not the least of 
them being the election reform measure 
proposed by the Young Men's Democratic 
League and the weights ami measures 
regulation. 
The Legislature was an ex­ 
travagant one, and in that resjiect its 
record is such that it has not probably a 
parallel in the history of the State. 
It 
will afford jiartisans ample material for 
Criticism in not distant campaigns. 
But 
why should there be fault-finding wit) the 
legislature, after all? 
Did it not come 
direct from the peojde? Was it not, under 
our scheme of government, representative? 
Shall not the jieople hold themselves ac­ 
countable for the results of their deliberate 
chlice? 
Was the experience of the past 
hidden from them? 
Must they mil, in 
short, I>e deemed directly responsible for 
the outcome, since they must lie presumed 
to have known the lull measure of the 
ability,moral courageam» j>oliti--al stamina 
of the men they commissioned to make 
and unmake laws in their name?

The chief am usem ent of the members of 
the recent Legislature seemed to be prize 
fighting and cock fighting. Several cock­ 
ing mains were held during the session, 
and m uch money changed hands on the 
result of bird contests. The m ania for 
prize fighting seems to be on the increase, 
and wherever you go it seems to be the 
only them e of conversation. It is either 
Kilrain and Sullivan or Haley and Gan­ 
non, and everyone seems to be well posted 
on all matters appertaining to the prize 
ring. There has been from two to th rte 
fights a week since the Legislature com­ 
menced, and they are billed ahead for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
A DRAW. 
One of the best fights ever witnessed on 
this coast was fought at the Capital Ci.y 
Athletic Club room sSaturday night between 
Billy Mahan and Jack Sullivan, for the 
welter-weight championship of the Pacific 
coast, for a purse of $300. Between 500 
aud 600 people were present. Joe Mc- 
Auliffe, the 
well-known pugilist, 
was 
referee. Tim e was called at 12:35 a. m., 
and the fight was decided a draw at 4:50 a. 
m., at the end of the sixtieth round. 
Mahan stood in the middle of the ring 
and Sullivan fought around him . Sullivan 
forced the fightirg, but Mahan was the 
most scientific of tbe two and parried all 
the blows. Mahan got the first knock-down 
in the ninth round and the first blood in 
the twenty-sixth. In twenty-four rounds not 
a blow was struck, and 
the audience 
became very much disgusted. Iu the lorty- 
tbird rouud there was very heavy slogging. 
Sullivan clinched and Mahan threw him . 
Sullivan claimed a foul, but it was not 
allowed. The audience became very much 
excited. 
McAulifte struck at June Dennis, 
one of Sullivan’s seconds. The crowd got 
so boisterous that the police threatened to 
stop the tight. 
It was simply a sparring 
exhibition until the sixtieth round. Mc- 
Aulille then allowed them three more 
rounds. At the end ot the sixty-third 
round the referee said the men would fight 
all night, so he declared it a draw and all 
bets oti. 
Both men were unhurt but very 
tired. Sullivan apparently had the best oí 
the tight. 
‘ COOK” FIGHTING. 
A large num ber of colored pugilists have 
come to the iront and their matches are al­ 
ways referred to as “ coon ” fights. Satur­ 
day night a well-known Senator from a 
southern county backed a colored man by 
the name of Billy H all for $300, while 
Thomas W illiams backed Charles Turner 
for the same am ount. Turner is a Stockton 
colored pugilist of considerable reputation. 
This was to be a genuine fight to the finish, 
and but few were let into the secret, and 
those who witnessed the contest had to pay 
$5 for the privilege. 
Yesterday morning 
when the sun had just begau to m ount in 
the eastern heavens and people were going 
to the early religious services, a num ber of 
Senators and Assemblymen, State officials, 
sports, etc., were to he seen m aking for 
the 
Athletic Club rooms to see the 
fight. As two-ounce gloves were used the 
police were not invited and the fight was 
all over before they heard of it. Joe Mc- 
AuliUe and Professor Young Dutchy of 
San Francisco seconded H all aud John 
Barry and June Dennis seconded Turner. 
The tight was for $250 a side and the gate 
receipts, which were something over $.'100. 
Ed Farren was the referee. H e stated that 
no touls would be allowed on technicalities. 
He proposed that the men should fight 
and that the best man should win. 
The fight began at 3 minutes to 6 and 
was tiuished at 7:16 a . m. 
H all weighed 180 and Turner but 150. 
Turner, however, is much the best scienced 
of the two. It was a case of slogging from 
the beginning of the fight. 
In the first 
two rounds neither was injured and both 
showed considerable science. The third 
rouud was heavy slogging, Turner getting 
a little the best of it, striking H all heavy 
blows in the face. 
In the fourth round H all’s lips were 
bruised and swollen, aud he bled profusely 
from the mouth. 
In the fifth round H all was badly pun­ 
ished, Turner striking him heavy blows in 
the face and mouth, and hitting him five 
times in the ribs. 
In the sixth round Turner forced the 
fighting, and punished Hall about the face. 
In the ninth round it was give and take. 
Iu the tenth round H all seemed to have 
the best of the fight, and knocked Turner 
through the ropes. 
H all’s backers offered 
to bet $60 to $40, and a large am ount of 
money was staked on the result. 
H all in the ninth round had the best of 
the fighting, although he was covered with 
blood with head to foot. H is eyes were 
swollen, his lips torn aud bleeding. 
In the thirteenth round Turner pushed 
the tightiug and had H all athism ercv, b it­ 
ting wherever and whenever he pleased, 
llall was spitting blood in large quantities, 
and both men were o v ered with gore, 
while the ring looked like the floor of a 
slaughter-house.

S tate—Lau<l-91l<les. 
The recent storm did m uch damage on 
the Oregon division. 
A telegram from ¡ 
D unsm uir on Saturday says : “ At C o'clock . 
this evening the road is clear. The de- ¡ 
layed passenger trains left Delta at noon 
and followed the work train, waiting here 
and there for land-slides to be cleared. 
Once a large slide came down between the 
two moving trains. Cribs, trestles and 
bridges were erected in several places to­ 
day, and a score of slides were shoveled 
out. In places pine trees came down the 
m ountain with the land-slides. The rain 
ceased during the night and the men 
worked w ith a wiil to-day. 
The road is 
now passable, and in a few days will be in 
excellent condition for travel. The officials 
estimate the damage on this division at 
$100,000. Six inches of ruin fell Tuesday. 
There was little snow on the mountains, 
otherwise it would havp meited with the 
warm rains, and the flood would have 
cleared everything on the right of way in 
Sacramento canyon. 
Near Elmore the 
water was five feet deep above the tops of 
two 
telegraph 
poles standing on the 
river bank. 
The water has fallen fif­ 
teen feet, and is still above high-water 
m ark of ordiuary winters. In m any places 
driftwood, trees and sawlogs lie almost on 
a level with the track. One hundred tele­ 
graph poles were washed away. Thousands 
of tons of rock and earth have been re­ 
moved from the track by the workmen. 
Superintendent Vandenburg has personally 
attended the reconstruction of the tele­ 
graph lines. J. H . Wallace, Assistant Su­ 
perintendent of the track, and Assistant 
Roadmaster Mott have had charge of the 
track departm ent. Superintendent George 
has been constantly directing the move­ 
m ents of the arm y of men. J. W. Massey, 
telegraph operator, establishes offices at the 
front, and Geoige thus sent orders all along 
the line. Officers and men have worked 
almost incessantly day and night. Con­ 
ductor Palmer, in charge of the work-train, 
has hardly been off duty since the storm 
began. Tuere have been many hairbreadth 
escapes, but not one accident. The passen­ 
gers generally have appreciated the situa­ 
tion, and testimonials ot thanks have been 
given Conductors W hite and Ryan for 
their attention and courtesies and to the 
railroad officials for their endeavors to pro­ 
vide accommodations.” 
The rainfall during Saturday and yester­ 
day up to 5 o’clock was .32 of an inch, 
making 4.92 inches for this m onth, and 
5.40 inches for this year, and 14 86 inches 
for the season, as against 10.06 inches to an 
equal date last year. 
The highest and lowest tem perature on 
Saturday was 60° and 44°, with northerly 
winds, rain and cloudy weather during the 
forenoon and northerly winds aud a cloud­ 
less sky and rapidly rising barometer dur­ 
ing the afternoon. The highest and lowest 
tem perature yesterday was 58° and 46°, 
with generally cloudy weather, with occa­ 
sional showers ol rain, for of such is St. 
Patrick’s day in the morning. The barom ­ 
eter has been rising rapidly, and at 5 a. m. 
yesterday rain was failing in Oregon aDd 
W ashington. 
A rapid change in the ba­ 
rometer is a good sign of unsettled weather 
w hether the change is when it rises or 
falls. 
The sun crosses the line (Equator) on 
the 21st, and there may not be m uch set­ 
tled weather before or after that time, al­ 
though there is a sufficiency of precipita­ 
tion at present to satisfy the most exacting 
granger in the land.

A. J. Stone, son-in-law 
oi the fugitive's victim , m illionaire .Snell, has 
returned em pty-handed to Chicago, alter a 
fruitless journey of several thousaud miles 
Stone was accom panied by detectives McDonald 
and Williums. Following a clue which took 
them to the Cunadian Northwest, the pursuit 
led to the Pacific coast. There a capture was 
m ade, but the prisoner, like so m any otliers be­ 
fore him , proved to be the wrong m an. 
A CHASE OK 8,000 MILES. 
Mr. Stone estim ates the length of his trip at 
S.idi miles. 
He talked quite freely, but re­ 
m arked: "It m ust be understood th a t I chose 
to reserve the nam e for various reasons, some 
oearing upon the future. 
About a m onth ago l 
received from a law firm In M iuueapolis a letter 
stating th at they had a client, a resident of 
W innipeg, who had some authoritative inlorm- 
atiou as to w hat he believed to be Taseott's 
whereabouts. 
My inquiry following showed 
th at the suspect's description tallied more 
closely w ith th at of Tascott th au any 1 had yet 
seeu. The voting m au was said to be employed 
in a tieing cam p near Rat Portage, ’250 m iles 
east of W innipeg. I left Chicago w ith tour 
others, and three weeks ago to-night we w ent 
to 
M inneapolis, 
thence 
to W iunipeg, and

to 
the 
tieing 
cam p. 
We 
ar­ 
rived 
there 
to 
discover 
that 
a 
young 
m an such as described had worked th ereu n til 
the week before. He had some tim e prior re­ 
ceived a postal card from a friend, a young m an 
iu liat Portage, stating th at there was a draft 
there from his father, who lived in a certain 
tow n iu .Southern California. The contractors 
h ad held bacx the card for two or three weeks 
until the young m an had worked out his debt. 
U poo receiving th e card the young m an lef t at 
once. 
We then bore down upon Kat Portage, to 
learn that both th e young lellows had gone to 
another tieing cam p, where we again arrived to 
learu th at they had moved on to W inning, say­ 
ing th at the first young fellow's father in South­ 
ern California was dying, and th at they would 
hasten to his bedside. 
"S o w we obtained some ol the suspect's 
w riting in the first tieing cam p, and it was Tas- 
cott's own hand, or a facsimile. We hurried to 
W innipeg, ane ihere at the bauk added the sus 
peel's signature to our stock ot evidence. It 
seem ed certain th a t Tascott had w ritten that 
nam e, and no doubt rem ained iu our m inds th at 
we were on the right trail at last. Out of Win­ 
nipeg we ran the scent to a certain nam eless 
tow n in Northwest Territory, near the American 
line, 
th en ce we pursued it hot to Vancouver, 
a n d thence by boat to Seattle. 
" ih e next jum p brought us to Tacoma, and 
there the tw aia had separated. Our m au," con­ 
tinued Mr Stone, “ went to Portland by rail, 
an d his com panion shipped for San Francisco 
b>' sea. From Portland the track ran to San 
Francisco, and we reached it a week too late. 
I t seem ed probable then m at the town iu South­ 
ern California w hence the draft was issued was 
their destiuation. and th ith er I posted my com­ 
panions. Suspecting th at this feature m ight be 
a ruse, 1 rem ained to watch the outwardbouud 
i hiua steam er of th at week, aud saw her put 
forth w ithout Tascott. A telegram reached me 
th at our m an w ascaught in a Southern California 
town, and was in custody. I hastened thither, 
and one glance at the prisoner sent my heart 
into my boots. He was not Tascott. though he 
resem bled him in m any points. 
He was a 
youngJellow , of good larnily. and we released 
him w ithout allow ing him the satisfaction oi 
knowing for whom he was suspected." 
" It was the disappointm ent of my life,” said 
Mr. Slone.

■ Chang Ping ease. In the first place, it is the 
¡ rulo of the Court never to allow more th an two 
] attorneys to apjiear on a side in any single case. 
Therefore, as one of the Justices expressed it. 
tw o of the four law yers will earn th eir fees by 
listening to the eloquence of th eir a soeiates. 
The Court probably will liffiit the argum ent to au 
hour, as every question of m om ent involved in 
th is case has on several prior occasions been de­ 
term ined by the Court. 
VIRTUALLY SETTLED ALREADY. 
la 1887, in th e ease of W hitney vs. Robinson, 
[United States Reports, Volume 24], the Court 
h eld—Justice Field delivering the opinion—as 
follows: "A treaty is prim arily a contract be­ 
tw een two or more independent nations, and 
is so regarded by w riters on the public law. 
For an infraction of its provisions rem edy m ust 
be sougnt by the injured party through reclam ­ 
ation upon the other. W hen the stipulations 
are not self-executiDgthey can only be enforced 
pursuant to legislation, which is as m nch sub­ 
ject to m odification and repeal by Congress as 
legislation upon any other subject. If a treaty 
contains stipulations th a t are self-executing— 
th at is, require no legislation to m ake them op­ 
erative—to th at extent they have th e force and 
effec*. of a legislative enactm ent. Congress m ay 
modify such provisions, so far as they bind the 
United states, or m ay supersede them altogether 
by the Constitution. A treaty is placed upon the 
same footing and m ade of like obligation w ith 
an Act of legislation 
Both are declared to be 
the suprem e law of the land, and no superior 
cffiaey is given to either over the other when 
the two relate to the same subject. 
The Court 
will endeavor to construe them so to give effect 
to both if th at can be done w ithout violating 
the language of the other; but if the two are in­ 
consistent the one last in date w ill control the 
other; provided alw ays the stipulation of the 
treaty on the subject is self-executing. 
If the 
country w ith which the treaty is m ade is dissat­ 
isfied w ith the action ot the legislative depart­ 
m ent it m ay present its com plaint to the execu 
tive head of the G overnm ent and take such 
m easures as it m ay deem essential for the pro­ 
tection of its interests. 
The Courts cau offer no 
redress.” 
According to this decision, the Court must 
affirm the const Autionalitv of the Scott exclusion 
bill.
